Kenosha, Wis., November 26.—Tor- 
tured by the mental picture of his 
headléss wife and her paramour, whom 
he slew last night, Pasquale Marches, 
27 years old, a merchant, today went 
to a priest and confessed the double 
érime, which had theretofore not been 
discovered. The young avenger of his 
honor was turned over to the police, 
who are closely guarding him for fear 
of possible mob violence tonight. 

Beheaded Wife and Lover. 

According to Marchesi, he went home 
last night and found his wife, Rox-. 
saria, and his cousin and namesake, — 
occupying Mrs. Marchesi’s bed cham- 
ber. The younger Marchesi, who Was 
not of age, had been a favorite of the 
husband, and the scene drove him 
mad, he said. -Without allowing his 
presence to become known, Marchesi 
went to a woodshed, procured a hand 
%X, crept to the bedroom and choppeu 
off the heads of the two lovers. 

Taking his baby, two.months old, 
from the arms of the slain wife, Mar- 
chesi. washed the blood from its face, 
carried it to the home of his brother’ 
and said that his wife was tll He 
returned to the house, dressed his . 
daughter Josephines: four years old,” 
and took her to his brother’s, 

Marchesi then returned to the house 
concealed the hatchet and began walk- 
ing about the city. z 

Sought Relief in Confessing. 

As morning began to dawn the spec- 
tres that had haunted Marchesi all 
night as he slunk through back streets, 
drove him to hide in the basement of 
an Italian Catholic church. 

In the darkness of the church base- 
ment, he said he heard the death cries 
of his wife and saw horrid forms of 
headless persons rushing at him 
through the blackness. 

As the music of the morning mass 
came faintly to his ears from the au- 
_ditorium above, he saig that he thought 
he distinguisheg the words “Vengence 
is mine, Saith the Lord.” Then he rush-, 
ed from his hiding place, went to the

To guard against possille annoyance 
the exact hour of the funeral was kept 
secret until midnight last night and 
eonsequenitiv there were no_ morbid 
crowds arcund the Beattie home or 
cemetery. Two police officers, in plain 
clothes were on duty, but the hearse 
and seven cafriages had reached the 
grave »efore the city was astir. when 
ithe burial was concluded, Henry Clay 
‘Beattie, Sr.. left with Douglas, his son, 
ane Hazel, his daughter, and two aunts 
of the murderer. The aged father's 
grief was intense. 


The pallbearers, boyhood friends of 
Beattie, were asked by him to serve. 


Two white men were shot as they 
drove by Irwin and Randolph streets 
yesterday afternoon, by a group of 
drunken negroes who demanded that 
they get out and surrender their buggy.

FOR THE U.S. NAVY | 


Washington, November 26.—Secre- 
tary of the Navy Meyer has devised a 
Plan for utilizing in time of war the 
colliers and supply vessels of the Pan- 
ama canal service, and he also will 
emphasize in his annual report to 
President Taft, which shortly will be 
made, that the navy department is en- 
couraging the production of aero- 
Planes specially fitted for. use from 
shipboard, 

Declaring that government owner- 
Ship and operation of all Panama ca- 
nal facilities would be of great bene- 
fit economically as well as from the 
point of view of naval preparedness, 
Secretary Meyer goes on to say that 
if “the canal colliers, oi] tankers and 
supply vessels are provided as parts 
of the canal estabishment, these ves- 
sels will be available for use as fleet 
auxiliaries in time of war, and thus 
the necessity for adding just that 
many expensive vessels to the regu- 
lar naval establishment would be ob- 
viated. Or, should the navy be given 
the required number of such vessels, 
of which it stands in great need, the 
vessels could be cetailed to supply all 
fuel and provisions required at the ca- 
nal stations.” 

“A very important point in this con-

HANGS TODAY IN CAMDEN 


Governor John M. Slaton was be- 
sieged with telegrams and visitors yes- 
terday in the case of A. J. O'Berry, a 
white man, who is under sentence to 
hang today in Camden county for the 
murder of two negro women, 

After carefully considering all. the 
arguments brought before him, “the 
governor declined to interfere, bellew~ 
ing that the people of the county want- 
ed the hanging to proceed. 

According to the evidence in the case, 
the crime wa a most cold-blooded one, 
O’Berry, it séems, found out that the 
negro woman had some money, and de- 
termined to have it, went to her home, 
killed her and her daughter, and then 
made his escape temporarily. When 
put on trial the jury lost no time in 
finding him guilty of murder. He was 
defended by Judge Whitfield aad by 


Ernest Dodd, of Brunswick. 

Joseph A. Morris, an ex-member of 
the legislature, paid a visit to Governor 
Slaton on Sunday, and tried to secure 
a respite of thirty days for O’Berry. 
Morris came here at his own expense 
and on his own initiative. The argu- 
ment made for the reprieve was along 
the line that while the murder was a 
heinous one, that O’Berry is a degener- 
ate, and the time is wanted to have a 
jury pass on his sanity.

Mr. Redmond’s 
campaign already has extended from 
Scotland in the north to the extreme 
south of England. 

The colonial seeretary, Lewis Har- 
court, accompanied Mr. Redmond in 
the midlands, and at other places min- 
isters and liberal leaders have sat with 
him on the platform. 

Asked a few days ago as to the prog- 
ress of the campaign, Mr. Redmond re- 
plied: 

“It’s doing fine. I have had a very 
friendly reception everywhere. The 
audiences have showed their interest 
in the question by listening to my 
speeches.” : 

The press reports of the meetings 
record very few interruptions of the 
Irish leader. 

Of course, the unionists, and espe- 
cially the Ulster unionists, who have 
declared “through their leader, Sir Ed- 
ward Carson, that under no circum- 
stances will they accept home rule, 
have an explanation of this. 

Preached a Different Story. 

They say that Mr. Redmond’s friend- 
ly reception is accounted for by the 
fact that he preaches a very different 
story in England from that whica his 
followers urge in America and Ireland. 
In England, they say, the nationalist 
policy is painted as a simple _ self- 
government, with no idea of separation 
from England, while in America and 
Ireland it is home rule, with absolute 
independence. : 

Neither Mr. Redmond nor other sup- 
porters of home rule have made any 
reference to the details of the proposed 
bill in their speeches. In fact, they 
have not even touched on the broad 
outline of the measure, Which it is gen- 
erally known has been decided upon. A 
committee of the cabinet is now work- 
ing on the details. In an interview 
Mr. Redmond said it was altogether 
too early to talk of the bill itself, 
adding, “We are at present too busy 
trying to convert the people of Eng- 
land to the principle of the home rule.” 

To do this, the Irish leader must, in 
the first place, convince Englishmen, 
and particularly the nof-conformist 
Englishmen, that under home rule 
there will be no discrimination against 
the Irish protestant. In all his speeches 
Mr. Redmond has pressed this point, 
“If protestants are not satisfied with 
experiences of the past,” he says, “they 
can have safeguards placed in the bill 
itself.” 

Mr. Redmond and other Irish mem- 
bers who are touring England, im- 
press upon their audience that what 
Ireland demands is not separation but 
“the right of managing her own local 
affairs in a subordinate place, subject 
to the supremacy of the imperial par- 
liament—a demand that has never been 
made by any community of white men 
in the empire and refused—oxcept in 
the case of Ireland.”

| “PROHIBITION” AND A SHIFTED PREMISE. 


Attempting for a second time to justify his contention against 
the Joseph M. Brown plan of submitting the liquor question to 
the people, we greatly fear that W. A. Turner, an esteemed corre- 
spondent of Newnan, Ga., and a well-known state-wide prohibi- 
tionist, argues his case yet farther away from court. 

Mr. Turner’s original communication, published a few days 
ago, was a confession of bewilderment at the spectacle of veter- 
an prohibitionists—ministers, public men, leaders ef widely di- 
verse factions in Georgia politics—declaring for the candidacy of 
Joseph M. Brown. His protest was based solely on this premise, 
taken verbatim from his own statement: 

“We already have prohibition in Georgia—hence, why an elec- 
tion ?” 

The Constitution at once answered that his premise was a 
false one, since what we had in Georgia was not prohibition—for 
from it more federal licenses for the sale of liquor were outstand- 
ing than ever before in the history of the state, and the law is 
being openly and notoriously violated. 

Mr. Turner now admits that his first premise was erroneous, 
and confirms The Constitution’s position. For, in the second com- 
munication, he shifts his premise. 

“I was of the opinion,” he says, “we had a prohibition law in 
Georgia. Am I mistaken?” 

In friendly spirit, let us point out there is all the difference 
in the world between prohibition and a prohibition law. We have 
such a law in Georgia, all right, but we haven’t the prohibition.

IS PERMISSION OF COUNTY 
NECESSARY TO BURY CORPSE 


Can a de facto corporation commit 
municipal suicide through its mayor 
and one of its aldermen? Is burying 
corpses any more illegal than planting 
nut grass? And if a man wants to 
bury corpses in a cemetery does he 
have to secure county permission any 
more than he has to have permission 
to plant nut grass7,¢ 

These and many more were the ques. 
tiors propounded to Judge L. 8S. Roan 
Saturday morning by Colonel H. M. 
Patty in arguing a habeas corpug pe- 
tition for the release of a negro named 
Willis Turner, who was arrested, claims 
the petition, just as he concluded the 
task of interring a corpse in the Chest 
nut Hill cemetery at Constitution, Ga. 

The proceedings are directed against 
J, G. Self, a constable in the justice 
court of James L. Stubbs, of the 1349th 
district in DeKalb county. ‘ 

The hearing, taken up before Judge 
Roan at his Atlanta chamLers, brought 
out the facts that the Chestnut Hill 
Cemetery Association had purchased 
quite a tract of land in Constitution 
paying £5,006 for it. The tract was to 
be used as a cemetery, but before any 
corpses had been interred the residents 
of Constitution put up a protest that 
finally ended in a petition or nsUBeHON | 
being. tiled asking that the association 
be restrained from making further in- 
terments. 

New Scheme Werked Better. 

The petition wag denied, and under a 
supersedeas the matter was carried t¢ 
the supreme court; but before a decis- 
iun was reached in the higher court, 
according to the complainant in the ha- 
beas corpus, N. H. Maddox, whose land'! 
adjoined the cemetery, thought up an- 
other way to oust the cemetery. He 
and some others, according to the pe- 
tition had already secured a charter of 
incorporation from the superior court, 
and proceeded to elect Maddox mayor 
and to. fill the offices of recorder and 
five council memberships. 

Tnen they passed an ordinance set- 
ting aside two tracts of land outside 
of Constitution to be used respectively 
for the interment of white people and 
colored people. Also they prohibited 
any more interments at all within the 
town limits, and later secured the pas- 
sage of a state law governing inter- 
ments in the counties. 

But the Chestnut Hill Cemetery Asso- 
ciation proceeded to inter one more 
corpse and Willis Turner was arrested 
as he concluded the burial. 

Then he began action to secure bis 
release. In the meantime the corpora. 
tion of Constitution had virtually been’ 
disabled, in action atleast, and George 
Westmoreland and Mark Bolding who 
represent the townsnip claim that by 
the cessation of its administrative 
function the de facto corporation 
ceased to exist, 

H. M. Patty declared that the muni- 
cipality could not “commit suicide: 


through its mayor and one of its alder- 
men” and that only by quo warranto 
proceedings on the part of the state or 
by vote of the people to tender back 
their charter coulq the municipality re- 
linquish its obligations. 

Despite the fact that the argument 
was over the dead proposition of a 
cenicotery, it frequently became humor- 
ous and sometimes lively. George 
Westmoreland who is a legislator as 
well as a lawyer, was frequently twit- 
ted by his opponent with the limita- 
tions of legisiative power, “for which,” 
said Colonel Patty, “let us thank God. 
If it were not so, I would leave the 
state.”’ 

“Where would you go?” querried At- 
torney Westmoreland. 

“To Mexico. To Hottentot land. To 
anywhere,” thundered his opponent in 
reply. ‘ 

A good many fine legal points are in- 
volved in the case, the lawyers arguing 
strenuously the diference between a de 
facto and a de jure corporation. 

The attorneys for the cemetery de- 
Clare there is*hone, and attack the con- 
atitutionality of the state law which 
provides that it shall be unlawful to 
establish cemeteries, sanitariums, hos- 
pitals or similar institutions in coun- 
ties of a population of 125,000 or more, 
without securing the permission of the 
municipal or county authorities. This 
law was passed in 1910 and later it was 
amended so as to apply also to counties 
adjoining those of 125,000 inhabitants. 

It is unconstitutional, the attorneys 
argued because it is limited in its ap- 
plication, Fulton county and the ad- 
joining counties being the only ones 
governed by the law at least between 
now and the next census, 10 years from 
now; also it denies a citizen the right 
to use his property, and makes the 
county authorities the sole judges of 
hifright to legally use his property. 

Judge Roan took the case under con- 
sideration until next Saturday.

“On last Sunday I called your atten- 
tion to some of the things which mili- 
tate against ‘spiritual purity. 

“We saw then that anything that 
impairs the bodily health is a sin 
against the temple of the Holy Ghost 
and that sin is the cause of sickness 
and is so taught by Christ, 

“In healing disease Jesus always 
went to the root and gource of dis- 
ease. Wherever there is sickness there 
is a moral cause behind it. People kill 


‘themselves by taking poisons into the 


system and thus debauch the temple 
of the Holy Ghost, which should be 
kept clean and pure. The excessive 
use of tea, coffee, tobacco and other 
poisonous drugs do weaken the body, 
mpair the health, and may ultimately 
produce death, all of which we charge 
up to the Lord.

FIRM UNDERTONE | 
IN STOCK MARKET 


Absorptive Power Shown in 
Face of Selling Was 


Reassuring. 


New York, November 26.—Through 
the ups and downs of the movements of 
stocks last week there was discernable 
a sustained undertone of firmness. The 
volume of dealings was on a dimin- 
ished scale, and the attitude of specu- 
lation apparently one of waiting. The 
absorptive power shown by the market 
the week before, in tne tace of selling 
to realize speculative profits, had an 
encouraging effect on sentiment, The 
realizing process was not pushed, and 
the market responded to occasional de- 
mands for special stocks with sharp 
advances. The upward trend = placed 
the high level of the week rather above 
that touched in the first recovery from 
the slump caused ‘by the suit to dis- 
solve the United States States Steel 
Corporation. 

The main factors in the firmness of 
the market are growing confidence In 
the industrial and commercial outlook 
and relief from the anxiety caused by 
the government's trust prosecutions. 
The purchase of large numbers of cars 
| by the railroads made a decisive influ- 
ence toward encouragement in the steel 
trade. The low state of stocks on hand, 
not only among consumers of iron and 
steel products, but in virtually every 
line of the industry, strengthened ex- 


pectations of the revival of demand of 
sufficient proportions to stimulate 
trade appreciably. 

In the financial community the opin- 


‘ion was expressed frequently that pub- 


Pri- | 


lic sentiment had become more defi- 
nitely in favor of the protection of ths 
good points in the methods of “hig 
business.’ Basis for this view was 
seen in the expression by men in pub- 
lic life of varying yolitical creeds of

The Southern railroad stocks wers 
especially strong.

Improved Implements and Methods on the Farm 


NO. 12—THE COWPEA HARVEST. 

The cowpea is so universally known and has been so generally culti- 
vated in the south that it weuld seem superfluous to give it a place in this 
series. Director J. F. Duggan, in ‘“Bailey’s Cyclopedia of Agriculture,” says 
it has been “cultivated: in the United States for about a century.” I don’t 
know his authority for so limiting its past history. My grandfather, had 
he lived until now, would have been 141 years old (1770-1011) and knew 
cowpeas all his life. But, be that as it may, the cowpea is among the 
most valuable and useful food crops of the south. It has only of late years 
that it has been most highly extolled as a hay crop. Our forefathers well 
knew the fact that it is a land renovator, but they did not understand the | 
“whys and wherefores” of its enriching effects. | 

Hand-Picking and the Fiail. It is a regrettable fact that no satisfac- 
tory machine has yet been invented for gathering the ripened pods of 
_the cowpeas, the crop in this respect enduring the same drawback as does | 
the greater cotton crop. Machines have been made for harvesting the en- | 
tire vines after the fall ripening of the seed pods—the ordinary grass mower. 
will do that. The ordinary threshing machinery used for wheat and oats 
will thresh out the peas from the pods\and vines—after a fashion, but not: 
in an altogether satisfactory manner, thA kernels or peas being very ten-! 
der and therefore easily broken or split. ie 

At the present time the old method of\hand-picking—just as we pick 
cotton—prevails almost universally, whereby) a quick, nigpble-fingered la- 
borer may gather from one to two bushels péx day. The old rule—in the 
plantation days—was a bushel of threshed out p@as per day per hand, each 
laborer being required to flail out his day’s: wo! _winnow the same by 
pouring before the breeze or by making a breeze DYN apping an apron 
or an empty bag. . \ 

But the flail—of which we find mention in the Bible-}is the principal 
threshing apparatus of the present day. There are, however, a number of 
“nea hullers”—as they are called, mostly driven by hand-power, that ap- 
pear to do their work very well and quite rapidly, and farmers are slowly | 
-—{t geems—availing themselves of their aid. It is a fact, however, that al- 
most every year there is a greater demand for cowpea seed than the sup-, 
ply, and the price has gone up to double® what it “used to be,’ when a 
bushel of corn would buy a bushel of clean peas. 

Cowpea Hay. It is a gratifying fact that the greatest value of the' 
eowpea crop is found in its conversion into hay. As already intimated, every 
farmer appreciates—more or less—its value as a soil renovator and enricher. 
To realize its value for this purpose it is by no means necessary that the 
entire crop be plowed under. This is true in regard to other leguminous 
crops—such as the different species of clover, vetch, soybean. The cor- 
rect practice is to convert the vines into hay, feed the hay to work animals, } 
beef cattle and milch cows, and carefully apply the resulting manure to | 
the soll. In this way the farmer gets two values out of the crop—first the 
animal food value, and, second, the plant food value. 

It is said, and I have no doubt of its truth, that the manurial, or fertiliz- | 
ing, value of the carefully saved manure resulting from a ton of peavine hay 
fed to fattening animals, is worth from 75 to 90 per cent of the fertilizing 
value of the vines that were required to make the ton of hay. In other 
words: A ton of good cowpea hay is worth at least $20.00, or $1.00 per hun- 
dred pounds, for feeding to animals. The same ton of hay contains plant food 
to the value of about $8.00, and therefore if the vines that entered into the 
ton of -hay had been turned under and into the soil the latter would have, 
received about $8.00 worth*of phosphoric acid, nitrogen and potash, estimat- | 
ing them at the market prices. But if fed to cattle the farmer would secure > 
the ful] food value in the form of beef, or mutton, or butter, or $20.00, and | 
in addition have $6.00 or $7.00 worth of manure to put back on the land. In 
one case he gets $26 or $27 of value (20 plus 6 or 7, equals 26 or 27) out; 
of the ton of hay; while in the other he gets only $8.00—the plant food value | 
of the pea vines turned under. So it may be averred that it is a great mistake | 
to turn under a green crop if it may be harvested and converted into food for” 
animals. Of course there are exceptions to this as there are to most general | 
rules, to-wit: If the gowth.of the cowpea vines be so scant that less than | 
a fourth ton of hay per acre may be secured; or in case of a small garden, or 
lawn, which ts to be “made rich quick,” both in plant food and humus, and 
the owner has no animals to consume the hay. 

I have dwelt on this point because I do not belfeve that farmers gener- 
ally fully understand the importance of first converting all palatable and | 
*‘utritious crops,r ; of crops, into beef and mutton, milk and butter, and | 
hone, muscle and fat of young and growing animals; and next applying and | 
plowing under the manure resulting from such feeding. It is one of the funda- 
mental principles of scientific and practical farming. 

The proper use of the pea crop, then, is twofold—to feed animals first, 
and then to feed the land through the manure. The adoption of this funda- | 
mental principle In practice would inevitably lead directly to the breeding and | 
feeding of more live stock. The progressive farmer seeks to build up bis 
soil, to restore its original fertility—aye, to increase it fourfold. To do this| 
he must fill his soi] with vegetable matter (humus). To do this most eco- 
nomically he must grow the vegetable matter in the form of crops. He soon, 
realizes that he cannot afford to grow a crop “just to turn it under.” He there- | 
fore feeds it in the form of hay, or ensilage, or as grain and straw, to his | 
animals. But he soon finds that he hag not enough animals to consume his 
erain, his hay, his silage, his shredded corn stover, his straw, etc. He must, | 
perforce, get more live stock. He commences raising a few beef steers and | 
he buys more and better cows. He commences raising his own bacon in| 
earnest. Iie soon finds that he may just as well raise his own mules and/| 
horses as he does his own calves and pigs and chickens. 

It does seem reasonable to me that when a farmer once gets on to the 
correct plan of farming-—-as broadly outlined above—he will not “depart from 
it” and fall back into the all-cotton and buy-bacon method, that he will not 
go “back to his wallow.” And he is not going to go back, if he will inform 
himself and follow the safe and sane plan a few years or until he more fully 


realizes his freedom from bondage to King Cotton. : ’

The quantity of seed wheat will de- 
pend on how you prepare to put in the 
wheat.

If you expect to plow the seed 
in one and one-half bushels would be 
little enough. If the ground ts clean 
of grass and weeds I believe I would 
cover the seed and fertilize by means 
of two trips of a 5-tooth cultivator for 
cotton rows. Or pull up and remove the 
cotton stalks and then use a seed drill 
or cover in with qa cultivator, Deep 
plowing should never immediately pre- 
cede the sowing of wheat.

Rebel Guns Are Roaring From 
the Hills That Overtop the 
City and it Is Believed That 
the. City Will Soon Be Cap- 
tured. 


Nanking, November 27.—(i1 a. m.)— 
After more than half a century of 
silence, the hills overlooking the wall- 
ed city of Nanking, the ancient capital 
of China, swarm tonight with rebel- 
licus forces eager for its occupation 
and determined to overthrow the last 
stronghold of the Manchus south of 
the Yang-tse. 

From the Tiger hi!l fort for several 
hours Sunday morning big guns spoke 
repeatedly while further up along the 
northeastern range from the top of 
Purple mountain overlooking’ the 
Ming tombs for a 15-mile semicircle 
westward to the Yang-tse, smaller 
forts scattered shells into every sec- 
tion of the city. So far as is known 
the casualty list is not large. Genera] 
Wong, second in command of the de- 
fenders, is among those killed. 

Attempted a Sortie. 

During the earlier part of the day 
the imperialists attempted a sortie 
against the attacking forces with a 
view to recapturing their positions 
and guns, but were driven back inside 
considerable 
The Tiger hill battertes, meanwhile, 
were pounding shells into Lion Hill. 
They succeeded in silencing the Man- 
chu batteries there which, it is sus- 
pected, were of little value. 

The object of the first seizure of 
Tiger hill was shown by the early 
appearance of four rebel cruisers and 
later in the day of others warships. 
the evening a dozen torpedoboat 
destroyers and cruisers were lying 
menacingly near the city. Doubtless 
they will quickly reduce the lower 
sections and drive the defenders to the 
south, 

Flee to Japanese Consulate. 

The viceroy of Nanking ang Tartar 
general, in fear of General Chang, the 
imperialist commander, have taken 
refuge in the Japanese consulate, in 
which only the consul remains. He 
is the sole representative of the for- 
eign interests now in Nanking.

Boston, November 26.—Released by 
time from an oath not to talk on South 
African affairs or reveal any of the 
“inside” of events leading up to the 
Boer war for thirteen years, John Hays 
Hammond, who was conspicuous in 
broke his silence for the 
first time last night at a dinner of the 
Clover Club. 

Mr. Hammond said the Jameson raid 
was the result of the activities of a 
reform association formed at Johan- 
nesburg, and consisting largely of 
Americans. 

“IT want especially,” said Mr. Ham- 
mond, “‘to correct a misunderstanding. 
it has been said we were acting under 
That is false. 

“Much sympathy has been wasted On 
‘Oom’ Paul Kruger. He was opposed 
to progress, believed the world was 
flat, and that the hevil had a tail. His 
impositions were such as no man of the 
Anglo-Saxon race would have tol- 
erated. 

“The reform movement against 
Kruger was not an English movement. 
Jameson came into the fight against 
our wishes, and against the wishes of 
the British high commissioner. I sent 
word to him to.go back, and when he 
persisted, the only thing to do was to 
bluff Kruger into believing that we 
had more arms than we really had. 
We did so, and Kruger sent over an 
olive branch to Johannesburg. They 
agreed to all but two things, and that 
was that no econtract should be ac- 
cepted with a Catholic or a Jew. This 
we flatly refused. 

“Kruger played false with the re- 
form committee after the Jameson raid, 
broke all his promises, and, after he 
had secured the arms in Johannesburg 
through Sir Hercules Robinson, he 
arrested the entire committee. He gave 
the men to understand that if they 
pleaded guilty they would be let off 
with a fine. Instead, they were sen- 
tencéd to be hanged within twenty- 
four hours. An emphatic dispatch 
from Secretary Olney caused Kruger 
and the Boer council to hestitate, and, 
after an all-night sessfton, the council 
voted to commute the sentences to life 
imprisonment.”

WRITES OF STATE TOUR 


The Problem of Surfacing 
Roads Is Gone Into 
in Detail. 


By Prof. J, C. Koch. 
Savannah, Ga., November 26.—(Spe- 
cilal.)}—The Constitution Good Roads 


1911 tour has given me an opportunity 
of meeting the road officials of the 
various. counties traversed, and dis- 
cussing their road problems, as well as 
to study at close range many of the 
local difficulties with which they have 
to deal. 

Most of the roads traversed are well 
located and the local problems usually 


is one of securing a surface that will 
wear weil and remain hard through al] 


weather, _ 

The sand-clay road or some modifi- 
cation of it offerg the oniy practical 
solution of our country road problem. 
The Appalachian region in Georgia of- 
fers in most counties a most favorable 
mixture of sand and clay lying on the 
surface of the farmers’ fields. By prop- 
erly selecting the topsoil it can be 
placed directly on the road to be sur- 
faced and compacted by the traffic. 
St 1 roads can be built for $300 to 
$400 oer mile if the road has already 
been properly graded. 

South of the Appalachian region the 
surface is usually sandy and the sand- 
clay ~oz1 must be made of an artificial 
mixture of sand and clay. The clay is 
placed on top of the sand and traffic 
aids in completing the mixing. This 
results practically in the same kind of 

wi surface as the topsoil method, ex- 
cepXthat it takes longer and is usually 
more pensive to secure equally good 
results

All the county road commissioners 
met expressed considerable satisfaction 
with the establishment of a good roads 
department at the University of Geor- 
gia, 

Aims of Department. 

It is the aim of the good roads de- 
partment of the University of Georgia 
to aid in every way toward the attain- 
ment of good roads. 

Information of value to the diferent 
counties on request will be supplied 
them free of charge. Places for per- 
manent bridge work will be examined 
and plans for reinforced concrete cul- 
verts will be prepared for use in all 
ccunties in the state. 

In this manner all counties in the 
state desiring information or advice on 
their road work will be able to secure 
the services of the University of Geor- 
gia without any expense, 

Im various counties samples of sand 
clay surfacing have been cut. out of 
the road for the purpose of making 2 
detailed study in the university labora- 
tories. These samples were taken 
where the surface was hardest and 
smoothest. 

Similar tests of materials will be 
madc free of charge for any county 
submitting samples of topsoil sand or 
clay. 

The propect of road improvement 
never was brighter than at the present 
time. With good roads come a whole 
train of advantages, not the least -of 
which is diversification of crops.
